Tree Grove, was called for half-part 7 o’clock 
last night, for tbe purpose ol bearing testi­ 
m ony iu regard to Charges ol alleged m ism an­ 
agem ent ol the Yoseaiite valley. 
At th at hour 
C hairm an Mcany was the onlv m em ber of the 
com m ittee p cseut, and there seem ed to be little 
prospect of m uch being done. 
At five m inutes 
past 8 o’clock a q n o iu m o f the com m ittee was 
present—Meany, 
Roth, Byrnes aud Hainill. 
Still there seem ed to be no inclination to pro­ 
ceed. 
W. H. Mills aud Senator Goucher, m em bers of 
the Yosemite Commission, were present. The 
form er said tb at he had been in the southern 
part of the State w ith his wife, who was ill, 
when he received a telegram telling him to ap­ 
pear forth with. He was present ior the purpose 
of hearing any charge which any m an h ad to 
m ake, so tar as he was concerned, and if the 
m atter was not to be proceeded w ith he in 
tended to return hom e in the m orning. 
It was then decided to proceed w ith the in ­ 
vestigation and hear such witnesses as were 
present and w ished to be exam ined. 
Judge Jas. G rant w as the first witness called. 
He wa- sworn to answ er questions. The C hair­ 
m an stated th a t there were no w ritten or formal 
charges and Judge G rant h ad better tell his 
story in own way. 
Judge G rant then w ent on to say th at a year 
ago last February some of the Commissioners 
went to the valley and slopped ut his house, 
and w auted him to bid ou tbe keeping of the 
hotel. Oue Baxter, a barkeeper ol Mr. Cook, 
had staled th at if anybody but Cook got the 
hotel the Stage Company would boycott him . 
T here were four bids. 
\\ itness bid 81,600 a year, 
'J yke 81,800, a Jew in San Francisco 81,500, and 
Cook *1.200. Cook got the hotel. He further 
said that In justice to Mr. Mills he ought to say 
tb a t the latter was not present at the m eeting. 
Mr. Mills said th at though he was not present 
he liad since review ed the action of the Com 
m isstoners aud approved of it. He was perfectly 
wfl lug to assum e his share of responsibility iu 
the m atu r. If he was act present he had a 
right to be there aud it was his duty to be there, 
consequently he was ready to share the respon­ 
sibility. 
The witness was cross-exam ined by Mr. Mills 
and adm itted th at in addilinu to the *1,200 paid 
by Cook, he also paid *350 for tbe bar and bill­ 
iard privileges, m aking the total am ount paid 
by him $1,550. He did not know w here the 
money w ent to or w hether the htate or the Com­ 
missioners got it. 
Mr. White, who cam e iu during the exam in­ 
ation. then questioned the w itness about com- 
ptaints ag aftst the m anagem ent 
W itutsssaid 
that he had beard a great m any things put 
knew nothing about it of his own know 1< rige. 
He had been told by one Lldig. who one,, kept 
a hotel there that lie had been boycotted by 
the state Company. 
Among iris other com ­ 
plaints w as one that w hen he visited the valley 
he noticed th at touri-ts were furnished with 
very- poor horses aud he. had to take a m ule to 
go upou the trail. 
Mr Mills stated Lidig had never paid a cent 
of rent since he had been a Commissioner, cov­ 
ering a period of ten years. 
Chairm an M eany stated th at he knew that 
Ltdlg never paid anything w hile he was a Com­ 
m issioner.

saddle-train five 
years and left before 1880, the tim e at w hich 
the present Commission cam e iuto office. The 
only m au on the present Commission w ho was 
on tbe old Commission was Mr. Madden. 
He 
quit tbe valley because Ames would not give 
him a privilege to run his train. 
He w anted 
the Commissioners to fix a rate of 81 for horses, 
so th at he con d live. He was carrying people 
under com petition for 25 cents and could not 
livo at th at rate. 
Ho afterw ards w anted to 
leare a barn in th e valiey and could get no an ­ 
swer from the Commissioners. Three vears ago 
he telegraphed to Mr. Cook to see G uardian 
Dennison and ask him to iel him have a house. 
Cook telegraphed back tb a t w itue-s could Lot 
have it. lie was also refused a tent privilege 
there.

F ebruary 4th.—In th r Senate 
to-dev a letter from the secretary o: W ar wa» 
received announcing th a t th ere is uo additional 
inform ation on the hies ol the D epartm ent rel­ 
ative to th e organizafion ot Captain Lawrenee 
H ull’s Company ot Oregon Volunteers. 
Senators Ingalls and Itoiph presented' peti­ 
tions from the citizen»of W ashington Territory 
for its adm ission as a s*ate. 
Senator H oar presonied a petition signed; by 
John G. W hittier. Edward E. Hale. Major Heui- 
enway and others, reprr renting th at the nucleus 
and celebrated ruin of Casa Grande, the ancient 
tem ple of the prehistoric ace, of the greatest 
ethuological aud scientific in k rest, situated in 
Pinal county. A T , is unprotected from depre­ 
dations trom visitors and has suffered more 
from this source iu eleven vears th an iu th e 350 
years preceding, 
ft is therefore petitioned that 
the Governm ent tak e steps to protect this ru4u, 
Senator Evarts presented the report of the 
Com m ittee on Privileges and Elections on the 
W ashington county. Texas; outrages, w ith a res - 
olution directing th at th e com m ittee report a 
biil to revise the existing laws respecting tbe 
election o f m em bers of Congress and to protect 
the elective franchise. 
On m otion of Dawes, a bill was passed to 
allow the Indians to cut dead an d fallen tim ber 
on the reservations. 
•Sherman's anti-trust bill was taken up, and 
Senator George m ade a stree-b iu w hich he op­ 
posed sam e of its provisions. 
a : 2:30 c. m. the Union Pacific fuuding bill 
was taken up for eousiaeration. 
As th e bill was read, the date Ju ly J, 1888, as 
th at up to w hich calculations should be m ade, 
was changed w herever it occurred to Julv 1, 
1889, and the oth er dates w ere m ade to conform 
to th at change. 
M itchell gave notice he would, at the proper 
tim e, m ove to com m it the bill w ith instructions 
to include legislation iu referer.ee to the Cen­ 
tral Pacific hailroad Company. 
F ry stated that 
th e C entral Pacific had n et been included be­ 
cause there was no parallel -m betw een the 
cases 
ot 
th e 
Union 
Pacific and Central 
Pacific. The question of the Central Pacific had 
been again raised by its President Mr. H unting 
ton, who had appeared before the com m ittee 
an d presented a bill, w hich had been introduced 
by M itchell as a substitute for the pending bill, 
adding ten or tw elve sections, for a settlem ent 
w ith th e t'en trai Pacific. 
It seem ed to him th at 
those m atters could be settled iu separate bills a 
good deal better th an they could be iu one bill. 
He recognized the fact th at there was an im ­ 
m ense difference between th e situation ol the 
Union Pacific aud the Central Pacific, aud th at 
m uch more leniency m ust be granted to the 
Central Pacific th an to the Union Pacific. 
II the 
G ovem m eut expected to get its debt paid by the 
Central Pacific, th at com pany should have a 
Tery long tim e ia w hich to m ake the paym ent. 
The report of the com m ittee was then sent to 
the Clerk’s desk and read. 
M itchell m ade th e m otion, of w hich he had 
given notice, to recom m it the bill, and stated 
the reason w hy lie thought the m otion should 
prevail. 
He spoke o f the enorm ous am ount 
th at would be due by the Paeitie Railroad Com­ 
panies to the G overnm ent at the tim e of the 
m aturity of the debt t$14i.924,000). Any legisla­ 
tion having ‘or its purpose the paym ent of tn at 
alm oit fabulous sum had to be regarded as of 
the veiy utm ost im portance, ft was uot hts 
purpose to discuss the m erits of the pending 
bill. It was his purpose, however, to attract the 
attention of the country to the general situation, 
aud inaugurate au inquiry as to the propriety 
and justice of proceeding to the consideration 
ol the pending bill, while it om itted to include 
m atters relatiug to at least h alf of the whole 
controversy. 
Frye—" 1 ought to say, in justice to the Cen­ 
tral Pacific, th at lately th at com pany has shown 
a disposition aud a very great desire to m ake a 
settlem ent and adjustm ent of its debt w ith the 
United litates, aud there is now pending U’fore 
the com m ittee an am ended bill, which the 
com m ittee is called to 
consider to-morrow 
m orning.” 
M itchell—"T h a t is all right. T hat shows a 
disposition of the com m ittee to do th at w bieh 
it h ad om itted. I insist th at it is not wise to 
have the roads forked at th at stage of th e gam e 
and to proceed w ith one branch of the contro­ 
versy, leaving the other branch untouched aud 
unconsidered. 
If any part of it was to be post­ 
poned it should have been the Union Pacific 
part."

At this point M itchell yielded for a motion to 
adjourn. A conference was ordered on the 
consular and diplom atic appropriation b;!l aud 
to have Aliison and Cockrell appointed con­ 
ferees on the purt of the Senate.

W a s h in g t o n , February 4th.—To-day was “sus­ 
pension d ay ” in the House, upon w hich day it 
is iu order to m ove to suspend the rules aud 
pass bills by a two th ird s vote. After a thirty- 
m inute debate a num ber of m em bers w ere ou 
hand w ith bills to take advantage of this order, 
and secure their consideration. The River and 
Harbor, th e Pacific Kaihvav Funding Act, the 
eight-hour labor bill, the Sheridan peusion 
aud other bills were represented, but each had 
its opponents, w ho hoped to filibuster and con­ 
sum e tim e to prevent consideration. 
Payson oí Illinois opened the fight bv intro­ 
ducing ou a call of the States a uunibor of 
lengthy bills of provisional sections and de­ 
m anding their reading. The reading w as tem ­ 
porarily suspended to allow th e conference re­ 
port ou the interstate com m erce bill to be con­ 
sidered. The conference report as published 
Friday was agreed to. A further conference 
waa asked on am endm ents upou w hich the con­ 
ference did not agree. 
Considerable debate followed upou the mo­ 
tion th at the House recede from its am endm ents 
w hich ihe Senate had disagreed to, but the m o­

Individual m otions to suspend the rules 
w ill not be th e order again iu the present 
House until the last six days of the session 
At the night session the House considered, she 
hill opening th e Sioux Reservation, but owing 
to strong opposition the bill was wulhdrawu, in 
the absence of a quorum , w ithout decisive ac­ 
tion.

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GERMANY’S “ RIGHT.” 


A San Francisco journal th at should lie 
better informed, since it assumes knowl­ 
edge of .ill topics upon which it trents, de­ 
clares th a t G erm any has the rig h t to pun­ 
ish the Samoans for th e m urder of fifty 
G erm an marines on the 18th of December 
last. 
B ut this is losing sight of the most 
essential tact in the case, that these fifty 
G erm an marines were advancing upon the 
^Samoan forces w ith arms and in the order 
c f battle. 
The pretense th at they were 
sent to guard German plantations was but 
a thin disguise. 
This is dc-ducible from 
th e fact th a t the G erm an m ilitary and 
r.aval forces in Samoa had taken sides in 
th e rebellion in progress. 
They boldly 
espoused the cause of the rebel Tamaseae 
two years ago, saluted him as king, seized 
a: i! deported the rightful sovereign, and 
besides casting their influences for the 
pretender, furnished him with arm s and 
am m unition. 
It was perfectly uatural 
therefore for the M ataafan forces, upon 
w itnessing the landing of a body of G er­ 
m an marines in front of th eir lines and 
upon observing them divide and a part 
only advance into the country and toward 
th eir rifle pits and fortified camps, to look 
upon them as hostile and to receive them 
a.- such. 
If the G erm an Commander, cov- 
ei ing the landing of his men with armed 
bouts, was intent only upon a peaceable 
errand, it would have been the easiest 
p o sib le thing for him to have notified the 
J i :safan General that he was m arching 
forces inland w ithout hostile intent and 
only to station guards over German prop­ 
e r ..'. 
H e sent no such notice; he did not 
avail him self of the intervention of the 
w hite flag; he went in the darkest hour 
Oí night, when he could have gone with 
less inconvenience by day. 
To speak of 
tl. 
moan’s resistance under such cir­ 
cumstances as surrender, 
is absolutely 
wr ng. 
The powerful G erm an nation, 
skilled in war and with the best trained 
soldiery in the world, cannot hold a semi- 
civllized people to accountability for firing 
upon advancing troops th at did not dis­ 
ci -e tl.eir purpose ; that assumed the a tti­ 
tude of assailants, and chose the hour that 
is usually availed of for movements that 
involve great peril. 
Cool judgm ent is 
going to settle all this Samoan difficulty, 
but it cannot defend Germany in declar­ 
ing war upon a semi-barbarious people, 
for an act of resistance th a t would lie 
j u t ¡fiable if proceeding from a civilized 
body under like circumstances. 


REGULATING MARRIAGE. 


A bill is before the Legislature to pre­ 
vent the m arriage of “ppium fiends." 
It 
p r: weeds, of course, upon the theory th at 
society has the right to prevent certain 
classes, wiiose existence Ix-cause of obnox­ 
ious habits, dangerous to its best interests, 
from perpetuating th eir kind through law­ 
ful union in marriage. 
Bnt, while this 
rig h t may be conceded, why should not 
the doctrine extend to other 
classes? 
W hy should not the drunkard l»e forbid­ 
den to m arry as well, since it is unques­ 
tioned that the appetite for inioxicants is 
transm issible? So, too, it is demonstrable 
th at drunken parents are liable to visit 
u io u society issue that is most likely to 
become a public charge either in prisons, 
in-ane asylums or other institutions for de­ 
pendents. 
The defensibleness of the doc­ 
trine is one of the strongest argum ents 
used by the not inconsiderable class of 
social philosophers, who hold the right 
treatm ent and punishm ent for the incor­ 
rigible crim inals is to deprive them of the 
capacity to reproduce their kind.

No soouer was it made manifest that in 
the Legislature there is opposition to the 
London Exhibition projiosition, aud that 
the petitions presented had little or no 
effect in shaking it, than the people began 
to take action in public meetings.

ELECTION REFORM. 


.Judge M aguire’* A ddress Rt the Capitol 
Lat»t l£?«nii)g. 
Judge Maguire of San Francisco, who 
was announced-to lecture in the Assembly 
Chamber last evening under the auspices 
of the Federated Trades, on the subject of 
“ Election Laws,” did not appear before his 
audience u n til!» o’clock, having missed the 
early train from San Francisco. Upon his 
arrival at the Assembly Chamber he was 
introduced to the sm all audience present 
by H on. Jam es A H all of Santa Cruz, and 
im m ediately proceeded to his subject, pre­ 
senting a clear an-1 forcible review of the 
electoral system of this aud other countries 
H e spoke of the vote-buyiDg element in 
our politics, the long and tedious methods 
of counting ballots, the intim idation of 
voters, political "bossism” and all the long 
train of evils attending the present system 
To meet these evils there had been devised 
what has come to be known as the A ustral­ 
ian system—not because it originated there, 
but 
because it was 
in 
that 
country 
that it was first demonstrated 
to 
be 
a 
success. 
The system 
of campaign 
assessments, as usually 
practiced, 
was, 
in 
the 
judgm ent 
of 
the 
speaker] 
productive and fostering of bossism. The 
prim ary end attained by the Australian 
system was the doing away with the as­ 
sessment of candidates. The principle of 
that system is that election expenses shad 
be a public instead of a private charge, 
in 
the end the people lost nothing by such an 
arrangem ent. The election laws of Cali­ 
fornia were good—better than those of rncst 
other States—yet it was a m atter of public 
notoriety that their provisions are not ob­ 
served, especially in the cities. 
Vote-buy­ 
ing and intim idation are easy, and the 
speaker cited instances which had come 
under his observation. 
Under the flimsy 
pretense of “ peddling tickets ” the bribery 
of voters goes on. San Francisco had not 
originated this infamous practice, as many 
believed, but had merely copied from her 
older sisters in the E ast.' It is the floating 
vote—which constitutes 
the balance of 
power—which is purchased in this way. 
If the vote-buyer cannot see the goods de­ 
livered he will cease to purchase. The 
Australian system prevents such purchase. 
The speaker described the booms which 
the voter is required to enter for the pur­ 
pose of preparing his ballot, aud where he 
is absolutely secure from observation or 
outside influence. The booths, ballots, and 
alt the oilier adjuncts of the election are 
supplied at the public expense. There is 
no assessment of candidates, consequently 
do excuse for the raising of a large fund, 
ostensibly for legitimate election expenses, 
but, as expeiience iias shown, too often 
used for corrupt or corrupting purposes. 
The abjection was sometimes rais-.d to 'h e 
A ustralian system that it is too rum be-• 
some. 
But the speaker was of the opinion 
that it is not more so ‘ban the systeu now 
in use, when all the details are taken into 
consideration.

R eports of 
th e City O fficials tor th e 
M onth of Ja n u a ry . 
T he Boanl of City Trustees tnet in regu­ 
lar session yesterday; ail the members 
present. 
T he Board instructed Clerk McKee to 
have a supplem ent to the Great Register 
printed for the approaching city election, 
th e work to be given to the parties who 
w ill do it at the lowest ligure. 
Captain N. A. Kidder, the Harborm aster, 
reported that he collected levee dues for 
January 
as 
follows: 
Steamers, $110; 
barges, $07 50: fish m arkets, $10. No sail­ 
ing vessels reported daring the m onth. 
The Chief of Police reported 423 arrests 
m ade dnriug the 111 nth of January, 119 
lodgers accommodated, and 1,285 meals 
furnished; am ount of cash received during 
the m onth, $8 50; am onnt paid out, $0 55. 
A. J. W ilson, Superintendent of City 
Cemeteries, reported that there were 33 
deaths in^ Sacram ento during the past 
m onth. Twenty-one bodies were brought 
here for burial and fonr were sent to other 
places. 
H e collected $345 for the sale of 
lots and $53 ¡V.r burial permits. 
T he Pouudmaster. Philip Rumble, re­ 
ported that during the m onth of January 
he im pounded two horses, two cows, one 
goat and fifteen dogs. Ten of the dogs 
were killed. 
H e collected $15 in fees. 
E . H . W illiam s, Chief Engineer of the 
W ater W orks, reported that 17,958,500 gal­ 
lons were pum ped for the week ending 
February 3J. 
The H olly pum p was run 
155 hours and the Stevens pum p eight 
hours. 
r _ The citizens on H street, from Tenth to 
Tw entieth, at least, a majority of them , 
protested against its im provem ent, and in 
consequence the m atter is delayed for the 
present. 
Mr. Krebs and others said they 
desired to have the street improved, but 
w anted the bitum inous rock pavement in­ 
stead of gravel. 
A com m unication was received from 
Sam uel H . GenisL, Secretary of the Sacra­ 
m ento Free Library Association, inform ­ 
ing the Board that in m aking the tax levy 
this year it wiil be necessary that six cents 
on the $100 be levied for library purposes. 
H e said that the last levy (four cents) was 
inadequate, as the necessary repairs that 
were im perative on the Association ab­ 
sorbed near.y all the money that should 
have been applied to purchasing and bind­ 
in g books.

A meeting of the Sacramento City and 
County Im provem ent Association was held 
at the Court-house last evening for the 
especial purpose of considering the advisa­ 
bility of Sacramento’s adopting a new 
charter. Three hundred invitations were 
sent out, yet ODly forty-live citizens thought 
enough of the matter to be present. 
Chief Justice W . H. Beatty being ab­ 
sent from the city, C. H. Cummings was 
called to the chair. 
The Chair announced that the business 
of the evening was the consideration of a 
new charter, and called upon ex-Second 
Trustee Knox, who was present, to open 
the argum ent. 
Mr. Kuox said he had heard the m at­ 
ter of a new charter discussed but lit­ 
tle. 
H e thought the city needed a new 
charter, and needed it badly. H e did not 
know what effec. it would Lave upon the 
Funded Debt Commission, and that was a 
m atter that would have to be seriously 
considered. 
H e remembered when the 
present charter was made—shortly after 
the flood—and it almost emanated "from a 
Vigilance Committee. H e was of the opin­ 
ion that we now had too m any inde­ 
pendent Boards asking for money and ab­ 
solutely controlling large portions of the 
city finance. H e did not believe in having 
Boards independent who could force the 
tax late up to $2 00 on the $100, as he had 
seen it when he was one of the Trustees. 
W here there are several of such Boards, 
and each one has a pride in m aking a show 
of their department, there necessarily is a 
high and unnecessary rate of taxation. H e 
also said there seemed to be no iaw where­ 
by the collection of city taxes could oe en­ 
forced. He thought a new charter for the 
city would be a good thing, for in it could 
be embodied many excellent features. 
The Secretary then read a letter from 
Chief Justice Beatty, which closed as fol­ 
lows : 
I regret that I cannot be present at the meet­ 
ing when the new charter question will be dis­ 
cussed. A new charter may be desirable, but I 
have never yet seen a reason stated tor amend­ 
ing the charter that would hear examination, 
and in the absence of some good grounds for 
making the change I am inclined to let well 
enough alone. But for the fac t that the Court 
will be sitting on February 4th, I should trv to 
be with you on that occasion. 
Ex-Senator Booth was next called upon. 
He said there were m any delecta in our 
present charter. There were perhaps some 
in the Constitution of the U nited States, 
and he had no doubt blit parlies could be 
found who would offer am endm ents to the 
Mosaic laws. H e thought this meeting 
uncalled for, the proposition entirely pre­ 
m ature. and the whole business unneces­ 
sary. We could not get a new charter 
under two years, however much we desired 
it. 
It would have 
to be left 
to a 
vote of the people and then subm itted 
to the Legislature for ratification. Oak­ 
land, Stockton and Los Angeles have pro­ 
posed new charters. They will have them 
within the next two years and we will have 
sn opportunity of seeing w hat tkey get. 
We can see from their operation w hether 
we want the same or not and at no expense. 
H e had lived in this city for thirty-eight 
years. 
H e had lived during that time 
under three systems of government. First, 
we had a Mayor and Common Council. 
The city was plunged in debt from 1850 to 
1858 over $1,$00,000, and 
if the 
city 
ever saw any value 
received for that 
except the $400,000 ior the old water works 
he did not n o w it. That government 
was succeeded by the consolidated city and 
county government. 
For some time, in 
fact up to 1862, interest was paid regularly. 
The city then run behind so far that for 
some years city scrip brought only thirty 
cents on the dollar. W e had to pay in 
reality $4 for every $1, and still we worried 
through. Then, on top of all this came 
the flood—the city was a wreck. 
It 
was bankrupt, 
and 
if 
it bad been 
an 
individual 
it 
would 
have 
gone 
into bankruptcy. 
We 
had no levees, 
we had no schooi-honses, we had no streets 
to the high grade, and the city was in debt 
nearly $2,000,000, and, as Mr. Knox has 
stated, the charter was made by people who 
were alive to their interests and next thing 
to a Vigilance Committee. W e don’t desire 
to m ake a change in an hour, a day, a 
month or a year. To-day we are the most 
prosperous city upon the coast. Our streets 
are to the high grade, our school-houses are 
the finest in the State, our levees are 
impregnable, our Paid Fire Departm ent has 
no equal and the city debt is being reduced 
at so rapid a rate that you don’t understand 
it all. The Governor then made an ex­ 
haustive review of the funded debt of the 
city, and showed how that in less than ten 
years at the present rate of taxation it 
would be wiped entirely out. 
Clinton L. W hite, V. S. McClatchy. Dr. 
Nichols, J. M. Avery, II. M. La Rue, H . O. 
Beatty, Philip Scheld and others made 
remarks. 
At the close, Mr. Booth made another 
speech, in reply to those who tpoke in 
favor of a new charier. 
H e waxed elo­ 
quent, and paid a high tribute to Judge H. 
O. Beatty, whom he claimed had, by his 
fine financiering ability, saved the city"over 
$1.000,000 
The tim e will come, said he, 
when the people of Sacramento will erect 
m onum ent in his honor. 
Although 
the praises then sung may fall on the cold 
ears of death, they will not be undeserved, 
and should be a rebuke to those who now 
im pugn his motives. 
m 
A t the close of Mr. Booth's rem arks he 
moved that the entire m atter of a new 
charter be indefinitely postponed, and the 
motion prevailed unanim ously. 
On motion of J. O. Coleman a vote of 
thanks was tendered to Judge 11. O. Beatty 
for his efficient and uutiring service in the 
interest of this city as a mem ber of the 
Funded Debt Commission. The motion 
was carried unanim ously amid loud ap­ 
plause. 


8acran>ento L ec tu re A ssociation.

I^eon was heart and 
soul with the popular cause. One Friday 
morning he mounted a bench in the school 
grounds and delivered a fiery harangue. 
The principal ot the seminary was alarmed. 
The parents were called to "take hom e the 
im petuous boy. 
He now tried to be a 
grocer, with bis father. 
He became reat- 
less. discontented and miserable. 
Then 
the far-seeing, great-hearted m other called 
jiim to one side, and said : " H ere is a 
purse of money. 
Your clothes are packed. 
Take this and slip away to Paria. Do not 
quarrel with your father, but go at once.” 
Thereaf.er his’ career was never checked, 
growing at last into the career of the tem ­ 
pest. and so ending. But. however wild 
or high his sweep, he carried with him his 
beloved France. The most conspicuous 
figure in the reorganization of that Gov­ 
ernm ent, after the fall of the second Na­ 
poleon, he is the exponent of all that is 
most essentially French in politics and 
society. To know Gambetta is to know 
France. An evening cannot be more de­ 
lightfully or instructively spent than with 
the great" Frenchm an and Mr. Armstrong 
at the Congregational Church to-night.

An A d d re ss 
to 
S a c r a m e n ta o s by th e 
L adles. 
For three m onths the Ladies' Museum 
Association, an organization, the m em ber­ 
ship of which exceeds 160 of best-known 
ladies of Sacram ento, has been engaged in 
arranging details for a loan exhibition of 
fine arts and curios, to be held at the city’s 
E. B. Crocker A rt Gallery. The object is 
to aid the California Museum Association 
in its general purposes, which has not 
called upon the public for aid for four 
years. The ladies have m ade several trips 
to San Francisco, and secured the loan of 
some very rare and valuable works of art, 
antiques, curios and choice goods. The ex­ 
hibition involves a great expense and much 
responsibility and labor. This m orning a 
sub-committee, consisting of Mrs. Mayor 
Gregory, Miss Helen W aterman and Mrs. 
George W . Jackson, publish an address to 
the people of Sacramento, soliciting re­ 
sponses by postal card on or before Thurs­ 
day. They ask loans from the people of 
Sacram ento of articles that will add to the 
attractiveness and interest of the exhibi­ 
tion. There are m any households in the 
city where there are fine art treasures and 
rare curiosities, the loan of w hich will 
greatly add to the exhibition and which will 
be even safer in the A rt Gallery for a 
few days, than in the houses of their pos­ 
sessors, as the building is fire proof and 
under constant watch day and night. The 
ladies do not desire a great mass of “odd 
things,” but works of notable m erit and 
curiosities of special historical importance. 
W hen the responses are received com m it­

C lunie O p era H ouse. 
Miss Kaie Mayhew began an engagement 
last evening, opening w ith the fine old 
comedy " The Jealous W ife.” This class 
of old standard comedies has been so in­ 
frequently played here in the last fifteen 
years, that to the audiences of to-day they 
are strange, and come tin out of the past as 
relics of antiquity. But they are so su­ 
perior to the ciap-trap and rot of the low 
comedies of the present, that it is an insult 
to the genuine comedy to mention them in 
the same mom ent. 
Miss Mayhew 
has 
grown ileshy. and 
is not so light and

of actresses, and she handled

skill, but 
not 
so 
well as the public expected. 
She was 
before a strange and rather irrespon­ 
sive audience, and was visibly nervous. 
It will be reasonable to expect more self­ 
possession and warm th to-night when the 
embarassm ent caused by some of the sup­ 
port being very imperfect in their lines will 
be obviated. Yalerga was not good support 
in the leading male character. 
H e is capa­ 
ble of very much better work. In the farce 
he sang with tine eflect and won encores. 
Rochester and Gray were fairly good in the 
comedy; the work of Wallace, Misses At­ 
kinson and Mann was entirely acceptable. 
In the old tim e farce—such as has not been 
played here in many years—"M istaken 
Identify.” Miss Mayhew appeared to greatly 
better advantage, and sang, and tripped 
the measures with vivacity. Rochester was 
strong in the farce, his versatility in comic 
character acting w inning him loud ap­ 
plause and several recalls.

Mayhew and Rochester in the duet the 
whimsical ( iece warmed up finely,and Miss 
Mayhew’s capacity in low comedy roles 
was much more apparent. She is not the 
dancing, vivacious soubrette any longer, 
but she is nevertheless the clever actress.
